(Washington, D.C.Ï - In nu oulright attacfc on 
Bl ack And poorpeoplemtKis country, the Carter 
administrntion announeed last week that 
under the new pro posed welfare System 
miJJions of people who now receive 
public assi sta nee will lose most of their 
aid if they do not accept jobs. 

As explained by Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare (HEW) Joseph Califa- 
no, unmarried mothers of teenage ehüdren 
woyJd he required to work; a s i o g te-pa rent 
family of four with one or more young ehildren 
would receive $4 t 20O per ycar; and a 
iwo-parent family of foor would receive a 
maximum of $2,300 s year — or nothing if one 
parent would not accept work: 

The fede rally estsblïshed poverty Ie vel for a 
family of four in the U,S, ie currcntly $5.500. 
The U.S. La hor Department, ho wever, dia- 
putes Lhis figure. estimating that a "minimum 
bul adequate" budget for a family of four is 
around $9,700. 

In a related development. La hor Department 
officials predicted that nearly 100,000 of the 
govemment's more than 400,000 new public 
service jobs will go to welfare moihers. This is 
particularly significant stnce a key aspect of the 
Carter plan is to pro vide larger cash paymenia 
to people who uike private employment than 
thnae whó are fede rally employed, 

Black Mkhigun Congressman John Conyera, 
a long-iime advocate of fulJ employment and 
welfare reform, saicï in uttacking Carter's 
welfare plan, "U rentte like an old-fashioned

ScVen yenni ago, on May IA, 
1970, n crowd of Mississippi 
pnlici? officers fïred over SOO 
rounds of buckshoL, regular bul- 
lets, ond 30-0fi armor-piercing 
ammurütion into a girl’s dormi- 
tory &t Jeckson State College in 
Missiasippa, wounding a dozen 
juludonLs and killing Lwo. Laat 
year, beginning with the June 1G 
Soweto demonstration, the SouLh 
African govcmmenl killed over 
500 schooichildren and woundcd 
hundreds more, 

To poim out that it didn't take 
us long to forget Juckson State, 
nnd even tesa time lo forget 
Soweto. is to beg tlie obvious. 
America haa never had Et hard 
time burying its Black dead. 

And South African Blacks 
aren’t even ours, To ïament the 
obvious is to trivialïze your grief. 
Perhapa there is no public woy to 
remember Jacksnn State. 

Most of us wmuld rather forget 
Jackson State and that sieamy 
spring night with the screoma and 
the killing, In the end Jackson 
State was about dcath, and deatb 
is not something on which we like 
to focus. Those who star? at the 
cqrpses too long can get to a point 
where they don't see them. We 
wil] never see Lhem sirnply by 
looking back at Jackson State. 

To make some weak gesture 
toward the memory of ïhe Jack¬ 
son State killings now and not to 
see SoweLo ia not to remember 
Jackson SUUeatall. 

The death at Jackson State was 
racial death, The massed police 
forces did not fire their weapons 
that night because many of Lhe 
demoTistmtors feit outtaged over 
the recent invasion of Cambodia 
Nor did they fire because they 
heard reporls nf gunfire on the 
campus or because their lives 
wore in any way in sever©

May 30,1822 


On May 30, 1822, n house 
slave belraved Denmark Vcs- 
ev's alave conspiracy. The 
Vesey conspiracy was one of 
the most ehihorate slave plots on 
record, It involved thnus&nds of 
Black people organizod inio 
small cadres; nn one group 
knew another esisted in Charles¬ 
ton, South Carolino* and the 
surrounding vicinity. Authori- 
lies arrested 131 Black people 
and foyr Wliiles. Thirty-seven 
we re hangod. 


May 31,1870 


On May 3L 1H70, the first of a 
series of Enforeement Acts (Ku 
Klux Klan Acts} put fcderal 
eleclions in Üic honds of foderal 
officials, tl guarnnu ed, with the 
backupof union troops. civü and 
politicaI rights of I reed men 
through the courts. 


June,1943 


A group of Black and White 
bdievers in direct, nonviolont 
act ion orgnnized the Congres^ of 
Itacial Equality in .lune of 1943,

The firat speaker was Roland

ke derision. Coieman spoke cm 
the legal/jïolitical issue of "re- 
verse discrimination' and it$ 
potentiolly roactionary effect on 
the ’ too liltle hut hard won ‘ 
educational and employmenl op¬ 
port unit ies for minorities. 

The nexl speaker was Rev. 
Al vin Dertch, one of the Black 
prntesters arrfisled and beaten at 
the rt^cent Da via Cup Tennis 
Tournamenl in Newport Beach 
for his efforts to stop the tennis 
match between the U.S. team and 
the racist South African tennis 
players. He urged the Black 
community to support the African 
lïberation struggles m Azania, 
(South Africal, Namihin and 
Zimbabwe.

fBerkeley, Califd - Student pre¬ 
tests agaimst U.C, (Umveraity of 
Californiaj ï n vest mem .s in eorpo- 
ratione doing business in South 
Africa ignited last week. resulting 
in the arresis of over 400. 

While no sludents were arrest- 
ed in a sit-in held here at U.C. 
Berkeley's Wheel er Hall, 400 
student* were arrested at U.C 
Sa n La C rui and 20 tno re at t h e U, C. 
campus in Davis. 

The protest held in Santa Crux 
was by far the largest with over 
LÜÜQ atudents marching in pro¬ 
test over U,C. uivestiKients used to 
prop up the apartheid regime. 

A statewide U.C. boycott was 
ptanned for Fridav, June 3. bul 
was called off as the organtZBtion 
which organized the protest* 
Campus United Against Apart¬ 
heid ICUAAJ. decided there 
wasn't sufficiënt time to put 
together the demonstration. 

Instead, CU AA, which was 
active in a similar protest at 
Stanford University — in which 
294 studente werearresled — wiU 
hold a teach-in on that day 
■dressing planning and organiz- 
ing for the future. 

The anti-apartheid protest at 
U.C. Berkcley started in famous 
Sproul Plaza, A lighl, drizzllng 
rain did noL seem to dampen the 
enthusiusm of over 400 demon- 
strators.

(New Orlesns, La.l - The U*S. 
Supreme Court tly refused 
lo hear Gary Tyler's appea! of his 
conviction on fnlse murder 
charges, The high coim gave no 
reason for ils action, 

Tyler, currenth serving a sen- 
tence of Ufo at hord labor in the 
infamous Angola State Prisort. 
was convicled in 1975 hy an 
oU-White jury. The 18-year-old 
Black youth was Talsely charged 
with murdering a White youth 
outside ïi Dcstrehan, LouLsifma. 
high school. Al the time of the 
alleged murder. a White racist 
mob was attackmg a school hus in 
which Tyler and other Black 
youth were riding, 

Shortly after his conviction. the 
only witness who testificd that 
Tyler had fired a gun, a young 
Black wom&n, recanted, explain- 
ing that she had been pressured 
to lie by the prosecution. Tyler 
appealed his conviction to the 
U.S. Supreme Court after the 
Louisian!) supreme Court turned 
down a motion for a new trial last 
January.

SUPREME COURT UPHOLDS 
RACIST UNION SENORITY 


SYSTEMS 

(Washington, D.CJ - ïn a 
tiecision which sets n dangerous 
precedent for the upcoming 
Bakke case, the U.S, Supreme 
Court ruled last week that union 
seniority Systems are lawful even 
if they perpetuate racial discrimi- 
nation forbidden by the 1964 Civil 
liights Act. 

in another reacticnary ruling 
the high court ruled that States 
may deny unemployment btmefits 
to workers w r ho are laid off their 
job» due to a labor dispute at one 
of their coiïipany's suppJiors, 

In itii ruling on union seniority 
systems, the high court héld that 
federolcourts may award retrooc- 
tive seniority only lo minority 
workers who can prove ihöl 
mom bef s of their race were 
discriminated against since the 
1964 Civil Rights Act look effect 
In a 7-2 vole, with Thurgood 
Marshall and WilJiam Brennan 
dsssentïng, the panel ruled that 

ihe pa^t discrimination cannol 
date back before the enactment of 
the 1964 hiw r . 


When the Bakke case, which 
concerns special admissbuns for 
minorities to University of Caïï- 
fomia professional schools, went 
before the California Supreme 
Court, minorities orgued that one 
of the reasons the universiLy lost 
the case was due to the fact it did 
nnL admit past discrimination. 
Now with the new ruling, which 
al] but negatespastdiscriminfllion 
as a basis lor aihrmative action, 
prospect» have dimmed that the 
California high enurt s ruling will 
be övëmimed when it goes 
before the Supreme Court this 
falli 

The California Supreme Court 
ruled that a 36-year-old White 
engineer, Allan Bakke. was a 
victim of "reverse discriminö- 
tion" when he was Lwïce denied 
admissinn to a U.C. medical 
school where slots were reserved 
for minorities. 

Writlng for the m&jority in the 
U.S. Supreme Court ruling. Jus-

Huey P. Newton 's appearance 
bcforc the parole board white 
imprisoned in the California 
Men '$ Colony at San Luis Obispo 
was fruitless as the Black Panther 
Party leader refused to campro - 
mise his dignity, In this excerpt 
from the chapter "The Penal 
Colony" in the book Revolution¬ 
air Suïcide, the political autobio- 
graphy of the Black Panther 
leader and chtef iheoretictan, 
Huey conti nu es his strugglc 
agaïnst the cruelties of prison 
confinemvnt. 

Theo we got into the heavy 
Lhings — the reasons for my 
refusal to werk et cetera. I was 
ready for them, But when I gave 
my explanation, ihey replied that 
I wanted to piek and choose the 
mies I wollid obey and that this 
was a very arbltnuy attitude. I 
responded by expréssing o totai 
lack of faith in the penal System 
and the parole board and let them 
know Lhat 1 did not ex peet parole 
then br any olher time. 

WTUiNG TO GBE1 

l lold them I was willing to obey 
rules 1 disagreed wïlh, but I 
would never obey rules that 
demed my dignity as a human 
being. Furthermore, ï urged 
them to disobey those rules that 
viola tod their integrity and dignb 
ty, One of the board mombers, a 
Negro, was so shocked that he 
expres sed doubt about my sanity. 
This is a good tfltample of the 
mentality controlling prison s 
across the land. onc so narrow 
that ii regords human dignity and 
strength of cha meter as abnor- 

After lhat hearing I reéolved 
never to go bofore a parole 
hearing agnin, even though my 
attorneys advised against this 
decision. 

The prisons definitely need to 
be tronsforrned, bul this cannol 
be accomplished in a vacuum or 
by random incidents. Prisons are 
an integraJ part of a complex 
whole lhat cao be defmed as the 
American mflUtuüonal super* 
structure of the world. I say the 
world because the United States 
is an empire, nat n natiën, and 
the way prisonors and miiwrities 
are treaied here has a definite 
relation to the w»y the American 
power structuxe Lreats people 

aroiind the world. 

The world must become a place 
in which poor and oppressed 
people can live ïn pcace and with 


dignity ïf we stili need prisons 
after lhat transformation, they 
must be true rehabilitation cen¬ 
ters rather tham concentration 
camps. In the new society the 
centers wou ld nol be ca lied 
pnsons or penal instïtutions and 
they would not be ancient rock 
fortresses in inaccessible areas, 

They would be an important 
part of the community, in which 
people who are not well or who 
are unhappy would stilt be made 
to feel that they are part of 
humanity. Most of the men in 
prison havo been made to feel 
superfhious from birth.

BROWN FORCES PREPARE TO FIGHT MOVE TO 
OVERRIDE DEATH PENALTY VETO 


(Sacramento, Calif, i — Following his 
promised veto of the bül that wou Ld restore the 
death penalty in CoUfomia, GóVemor Jerry 
Brown is preparing to fight Legielative o item pis 
to override his veto, 

Brown's chief of staff, Gray Davis, revealod 
the governor's iutenlions several hours after 
Brown's veto, 

"The govemor inlends to communicato his 
views to the legishtors du ring their deHbera- 
tions on the override attempt, and he WïU urge 
them to oppose the attempted override," Gray 
explained. 

Aeting barély tour houre after the state 
Senaté voted 27-10 to approve Assem bly 
amendments tothe current capita! punishment 
kgislauon, S B, 155. Govemor Brown, in the 
presence of only a few aides, quietly vetoed the 
death penalty bEll, carrying out a vow he made 
fivé months agü. 

BKlEt MESSAGE 

His brief message to the legislature said: 

"StalisticH enn be marshaled and argumenls 
propounded. Bui at sorne poirn, each of us 
must decide for himsdf what surt of future he 
would wam. For me. Ibis wnuld be ei society 
where we do nol attempt to use death as a 
punishment Accordingly, 1 am return ing 
Senate BLO 155 without my signature." 

A life-long opponent of capita! punishment, 
Brown took a stand unprecedented for a 
govemor when he declared in his Staie of the 
State message to the legislature on January 6 of 
this year that he would veto any death penalty 
bül os '' n matter of conscience. ” 

In a recent interview, the youthful and 
popular Cali forti ia govemor said that Capital 
punishment i$ "very arbkrary” and "irration- 

ah.Fhere are thousands and tbousands of 

homirides and by the time you gel through the 
judidaï process," Brown said, "very few 
people end up to the point where they get to 
the gas chamber. lt seems rand om, it seems 
arbitrary. it seemg irrational," 

A fnrmer Jesuit seminary student, Govemor 
Brown unsuccessfuHy sought to have his 
father, former Governtïr Edmund G, Brown, 
Sr., span? inlemaiiotiaüy-celebraiedi prison 
author Caryi Cheautnati from the gas chamber 
in 1960. The l3-year-old Calif om ia govemor 
joined pretesters ouiside San Qucntin Prison at 
the time of the Laat execution in the state in 
1967. Instead of capita! punishment, Rrown 
fa vors life im prison ment without possïbility of 
par ole. 

The legtalatme has until September 1 to 
override the veto The death penalty bill. 
authored by "law Eind order advocate, state

Turmoil Continues To Rock Susanville Prison 


fSusamille, Calif .) - The Susanville state 
prison complex, the scene of ei prison revolt in 
February of this year in which guards ftred 
indiscriminately al prisoners, remains seething 
with racism and guard dissatisfection, 

A February 13 rcbdlion by inmates over the 
issues of guard harassment. arbitrary search 
and sekure and fnilure to cnforce deanlinesa 
rules was pul down by unnecessary rifle Fire. In 
the aftermath of this incident two prison 
officials we re demoted and one guard wüm 
su^pended, causing increased unrest arnong 
White correct ional offkers, 

I.OÜK LNTO 1IIE HISTüKY 

However, o look into the history of 
Susanville reveals a very racist and conserva- 
tive attitude among the prison guards. Most of 
them come from surroundiing Lassen County. 
which Ls alhWhit£, while most of the inmate 
populution 165 per cent) is draw p n from urban 
centers. 

The White guards have been very unrecep- 
tive to on afftrmative uclion program begun in 


1974 by the California Department of Correc- 
tions (GDC). At the present time the prison 
staff is far short of the CDC goal of 22.5 
per cent Black, 12,1 per cent Mcxican- 
American and 1,4 per cent "other” imnorities, 
Among 172 officers, for example, there are 
only 11 Mexican-American, three Native 
Americans, one Black and one ”olher.' 

Susanville Superintendent Senon Palacioiz 
admits that radal hostility is a major factor in 
the difficulty recruiting minority guards for the 
prison ln rccenL years, Paladoz pointed out t 
"Maoy have experienced vandalism, . One 
(minority employee) foutid out that someone 
put on egg in his gas tank:. . another had his 
car scratched from one end ti> another:. . ,one 
individual had two of his lires stashed, and 
there were some personul phone ihreats 
againsl minority suiff 1 ' 

According lo observers, mcial cliquea have 
develóped notjust among inmales, bul among 
the guards thcmselves. This animosity has 
inumsified greatly since the shootmg incident.

Speakers ut the final meeting of the 
InLernutionöJ Conference in Support of the 
poples of Zimbabwe and Namibia hailud "thé 
spirit of Maputo' 1 and descrïbed the confer¬ 
ence as a landmark in the history of the 
tiberntinn strtlggle in Southern Africa. The 
fimii report of the conference stated that 
lUtendance at the conference, which far 
exceeded expectaiions, was in itself a atriking 
manife station of widespread concern and 
support for the people of Zimbabwe and 
Namibia/’ 

The appröximately 500 persons who attend- 
ed the conference, the report stuud, induded 


Namibwn and Zimbahuean freedom fighiers on 
the affensiue against racist minority regime. 
Recent (J.N. conference in Maputo, Mozambique, 
called for increased support of the struggles af 
Namibia and Zimbabwe. 
had resulted in enormous loss of life and 
destruction of properiy. The international 
cotnmunity shoulld gïve the utmost assistance, 
il said, to these statos in order to deler artned 
attacks by the illegal minority regime.

In the Dedaralion on 
Namibia, the conference sokmnly proclaimed 
its full support for the siruggle of the people of 
Namibia under the leadership of their sole and 
authentic liberation movement, the South 
West Africa Feoptes Organization (SWAPO), 
to achieve sdf-deiermination. freedoitj asd 
independente in a untted Namibia. 

The conference strongly condemned the 
col o mal and illegal occupation of Namibia by 
South Africa “which eonstitutes an art of 
aggression ogninst the Namibian people and 
againsl the United Nalions/ 1 in defiance of 
repeated demands for its wdthdrawal by the 
Secunty Council and the General Assembly. 

The United Natiöns Council for Namibia, as 
the legai uuthority to ndminister ihat Territory 
until in dependance, bas the responsibihty to 
flssisl the Namibian people in their slruggJe 
iigoïnsl South African aggrossion and occupa- 
tion. and continued defiance of the authority 
of the United Nalions, 

The conference strongly condemned the 
increasing miliUiru.ötion of Namibia by the 
Pretoria regime, and said it was LmperaUve 
that aU States cease and desist any form 
of direct or indirect military consultation, 
cooperation or collaboration with South Africa.

Painstaking attempts had been made last 
year to reach a negotiated settlement 
edtnmaling in thé Geneva Conference on 
Rh odes ia, the Dedaration stoted, However, so 
far nll reasonable and meaningful proposals 
which would have setured a negotiated 
se tl terne nt for an independent Zimbabwe on 
the basis of majority mie had been totally 
rejected by the Smith regime. 

Confronted with the mtransigence of the 
regime, the Zimbabweun freedom fighters had 


delegatioos from 92 member states, m™ 
naiionol liberation movements, five observer 
missions and 27 iotergovem mental and

Among the other meusures the conference

Kobert Mugabe leader of the 
Patriotic Front, blasted the at- 
tacks, declaring that M our farces 
are fighting from wïthin our 
country I Rhodesia I and to say 
that wc are fighting from Mo- 
zamhique is quite untruc." 

Security forces of the White 
minors Ly Rh ode si an government 
begcm their attacks on Mozambi¬ 
que on Sunday, May 29, on an 
alleged guerrilla camp near the 
town of Mapoi, 60 mites inside 
Mozambique, Rhodesian military 
commanders told reporters that 
they were in ' h hot pursuit' «f 
freedom fighters whom the ïlho- 
desian troops claimed were pre¬ 
paring nn offensive across Rho- 
desia's Southern border 

The Mozambican govermnent, 
which sent reinfarcements to the 
border area. reporled that 7ÖÜ 
Rhodesian soldiers crossed ïnto 
Mozambique, backed by Vampire 
jets and helicopters. 

In addition to the four J military 
bases'’ — Mopot was the only 
one named by the Rhodesians — 
the raiders said they destroyed 
two large guerrilla ^complezes."

VVhen Ma pal was seized on 
May 30, Rhodesian government 
sources said it w r as deserted. 
Large quanüties of weapons, 
ammunition. explosives and 
oefuipment were reported de- 
stroyed/luring the raid. 

A spokesperson for the Mo- 
zambican Dcfense Ministry an- 
nounced that the Rhodesian 
marauders also attucked a loca- 
tion in northwesi Mozambique 
near C’hioco in Tcte province, 
alrout 50 miles from the Rho¬ 
desian border, The Mozambican 
official explained that two Rho¬ 
desian fïghter planes and a 
helicopter that dropped napalm 
Ixgnbs on Chioco for nine hours 
were shot down by Mozambic&n 
forces. 

Last week 's attack was the 
third such one staged by Rho- 
desia in Icss then a year. In 
August and November of last 
year the White scMler regime 
nuissat red severail hundred Zim- 
habwean men, women and cnll- 



dren in refugee camps faalde 
Mozambique, ïn both instances, 
Rhodesia claimcd that the camps 
wore guerrilla bases. 

Eariier this month, Rhodesian 
troops conducted o ' hot pursuit” 
raid inside Botswana seekfag 
guerrillas who allegedly mur- 
deredsome White Rhodesians. 

Rhodesian aggression against

The spiraling competitiveness 
and “win or else, at all cosls” 
syndrome of martiai artists and 
al hl et es in the United States in 
porttcular has broughl nutrition 
into focus as n prime focal point 
for increased, optimal perfor¬ 
mance, 

The stress of training requires 
that atl systems of the body be 
accordingly nourished, that 
damaged parts be repaired as 
quickly and os effectively as 
possible. One major controvorey 
is around the non-mhleiic indi- 
vidualas welf as the athleljc-ori- 
ented mdividuat consuming 
drugs and or vitamlns for 
therapeutic benefits, 

For the most part, drugs 
allevinte symptems of stress 
conditions, mjuries, etc., rather 
than restore the health of their 
user. Drugs are generalïy rapid 
in their actTon, while those 
substances that are found natu- 
rally in the musdes. bonos, 
nerves of the body, sueh as 
vitamins, minerals and their 
combin&tions, are more dow to 
act. A vitamin regimen for either 
the more actïve athlcte or the 
lesser active individu*! of ten 
require weeks or even months 
before overall results are notiee- 
able, 

Many drugs have only a 
narrow and specifïc effective- 
ness, and many, many people 
often have short-rnnge or long- 
range slde effects from their 
use, white the effect# of vitamins 
E»re often sy stóm ö tic in their 
action, tending to influence and 
enhance the "functioning of 
Systems and their body paris, as 
a winde,” 

Drugs are generalïy forcign, 
alien substances, not normaüy 
found in the body. As a result, 
most drugs, even household 
patent medicines have a surpris- 
ing toiicity, far abovo that of , 
vitamins.

A: The maln aclivity of the 
Black Parenls' Association was to 
get figures of how m&ny peopie 
died. It was also there to help 
give materie! assistance to peopie 
who we re injured in the poUce 
shootings, H also had meetings 
with the authurities, 

We feit it was impossible for 
us, as SSftC, to meet Vorster and 
the so-called Minister of B&ntu 
Edumion, M,C, Botba. We feit 
Lhat they knew what wé wanted 
and it was pointless for us to meet 
them, 

Q: What is your estimate of the 
number of peopie who had been 
massacred by the police sïnce the 
June L6eventfi? 

A: I think ihey exceed one 
thausand two hundred 11,2001 
becnuse after the first few days 
the Black Parenls Association had 
a Commiasion of Inquiry, We 
discevered that in Ba ragwanath 
akme we had something like 23 B 
peopie dead. There we re others 
in the police stations, mortunnes 
and so on. The official figure of 
176 is clearly a lie Peopie are still 
dying. 

Qï Now ïooking back on these

South Africa are fed~up with the 
status quo. It is clear Lhat the 
ypulh are ready for aetion. We 
no longer believe in Lutking and 
talking, We believe in positivo 
aetion ThLngs like armed ,slrug- 
gle. Students were attucking the 
police even without arms, ll 
shows that Lhe youth are quile 
ready for the big tliing, 

Also, lhe youth have gained a 
rich oxperience of struggle, This 
provides fertiJe ground for the 
armed struggle and ether types of 
posilïve aetion against the racist 
regime.

Q: We know that »oon after 
Jnne 16, the governmont, in au

A: Afrikaans was not the real 
issue, It providéd the spark thuV 
feil on top of the pow r der keg that 
was building up amongso the 
African peopie as o whole.

A; First of olL I wouJd say that 
it bas made them more sensitive 
lo the situalion they tive in. The 
youth are hslening lo what their 
leaders are soytng. When ihey 
are assigned to do a job by the 
leaders, they do it without 
hesilution. There is nol the 
hesitation of the past of a pE?rscin 
fearing arrest and so on. 

The peopie are more involved, 
It is their experience of struggle 
at home* that has removed this 
fear from them: fearof the police, 
fear of Lhe government. They are 
more and more involving them- 
selves in the figlu against racism, 
social injuslice and oxpJoitation. 

Q: I think it is clear to all that 
through this form of struggle 
alone — Lhe cönfrontalion in the 


streets — the enemy cannot be 
effecLively met and destroved.
